The reason it w*as a landslide is that many 
different factors playing upon many different minds 
brought an almost unanimous answer to the question, 
“ Had Enough >“ 
Am ong the speculations, there is one lim* of reason­ 
ing which is interesting, and, if granted, would have great 
bearing on the future of the Republican tactics, 
This is to the effect that the no-called New I V a l has 
really never had the support of the m ajority of the Am eri­ 
can people; that it has been vulnerable from the outset; 
and that the first time it W its fought on the national le v e l 
by a consolidated Republican party along a united front, a 
landslide was inevitable.
